Now, I fully understand why John 
insisted that I write these articles— 
there is so much to see and do that 
one doesn’t war-t to sit down and 
write. Jo h n says “ now, Jean you sit 
down and w rite that article while I 
go up on deck and take pictures, 
have tea and go swimming.” 
W ell, 
it isn’t uite that bad. W e really do 
enjoy telling others what a won­ 
derful tim e we axe having. 
Our trip int the car to New York 
was very enjoyable. 
W e visited in 
W ashington, D. C. over the week­ 
end and saw many interesting places 
—the capital, Lincoln Mem orial, the 
W ashington Monum ent, where we 
got some race movie shots of that 
city, ac.d the W hite House, which 
was closed for the week-end, but we 
took some pictures of the fountain, 
rose garden and grounds. Jo h n and 
I stayed in the home of some Arab­ 
ian friends, which was a treat in it 


self, especially the Syrian food. One 
delicacy was rice and lamb rolled 
toto grape leaves. Mrs. Ezell stayed 
in the home of her nephew, Park ­ 
er M ay, who lives in M cLean, V ir­ 
ginia, just out of W ashington. John 
was asked to preach for their Su n ­ 
day morning service and we enjoyed Jew —who had just

Position a farm er can take, they 
declare, is to assume this period of 
good crops, advancing prices and 
large porfits is about at an end;

Dean William I. Myers and Pro­ 
fessor Frank A. Pearson of the 
College of Agriculture at Cornell 
University, Ithaca, New York, rec­ 
ommend 
th a t fanners 
begin 
to 
"tighten up" their belts now to avoid 
greater disappointments later. 
Althou h a farm er in Jones or 
Fisher County can’t shut up shop 
and throw himself out of work, Dean 
Myers and Professor Pearson sug­ 
gest that certain things can be done 
to prevent a large drop In income. 
“Each farm er of Jones County, 
j for instance, should m aintain pro­ 
duction wM’e increasing his effi- I 
I cit ncy and reducing cash costs. This j 
calls for more potatoes per acre, 
more milk per cow, more eggs per > 
hen and more larm products with i 
less labor. 
“W hen farm prices decline, labor 
becomes more im portant as a farm 
cost. This is a poor time to dept ad ; 
on inefficient hired labor. 
"Farm ers would do well to leave 
ixxirer m ariginal land in hay or pas- 
i ure or leave it idle and reduce the 
production of low paying crops. 
I 
"Fertilizers should be used freely 
as long sis they are cheap in terms 
of farm products as is now the 
c ase. 
If prices fall too much rela­ 
tive to fertilizer and farm labor, 
; arm ers may have to mine the soil 
1 tor a year or two,” the experts con- 
lude.

Farmers Urged 
To Eye Future in 
Conservative Way 


Some of the experts are advising 
farm ers 
of 
Jones, 
Fisher, ’K ent 
arjd nearby counties to regard the 
immediate 
future 
very conserva­ 
tively. 
Position a farm er can take, they 
declare, is to assume this period of 
good crops, advancing prices and 
large porfits is about at an end; 
that a recession is coming and make 
adjustm ents accordingly. 


Dean William I. Myers and Pro- j 
lessor Frank A. Pearson of the 
College of Agriculture at Cornell j 
University, Ithaca, New* York, rec­ 
ommend 
th at farm ers 
begin 
to 
“tighten up” their belts now to avoid 
greater disappointm ents later. 
Althou h a farm er in Jones or 
Fisher County can’t shut up shop 
and throw’ himself out of work, Dean 
Myers and Professor Pearson sug­ 
gest that ceresin things can be done t 
to prevent a large drop in income. 
“Each fanner of Jones County, 
for instance, should m aintain pro­ 
duction wM’e increasing his effi- 
ciency and reducing cash costs. Tliis 
calls for more potatoes per acre. J 
more milk per cow, more eggs per 
hen and more iarm products with 
less labor. 
“W hen farm prices decline, labor 
becomes more im portant as a farm 
cost. This is a poor time to dep< od 
on inefficient hired labor. 
“Farm ers would do wrell to leave 
i oorer m arginal land in hay or pas- 
ure or leave it idle and reduce the 
production of low laying crops. 
“Fertilizers* should be used freely 
as long as they are cheap in terms 
of farm products—as is now the 
lase. 
If prices fall too much rela­ 
tive to fertilizer and farm labor, 
arm ers may have to mine the soil 
or a year or two,” the experts con- 
lude.

Joe Culbertson, well-known Ham­ 
lin farm er .has been named chair- 
uuk.ii ior Jones County in the cam ­ 
pal n urging adoption of the College 
Building Constitutional Amendment 
which comes before the voters of 
Texas on August 23, it has been an­ 
nounced by Dudley K. Woodward 
Jr., member of the Board of Regents 
oi uie university o* Vtx.js ana also 
the chaim iajLof the State Commit­ 
tee pushin{jMinc adoption 
of 
the 
amendment. 
Members of'the committee, indue 
ing many prominent Texa. s, state 
that Texas will be provided with the 
increasing taxes, if voters ratify the 
measure. 
Funds would provide all 
finest system of state-operated col­ 
leges in the nation, and this without 
state schools to begin work immed­ 
iately on a long-ran e development 
grogram to relieve over-crowded con­ 
ditions. 
The amendment would assign to 
the building fund a five cent portion 
of the presently constitutionally au- 
horized seven cant per $100 v..* 
tion property tax for 
Confederate 
pension purposes; and would reduce 
the maximum property tax for the 
state general fund from 35 to 
30 
cents. 
This action would have no 
actual effect on the 
Conferedate 
fund, since only two cents per $100 
valuation has been levied tor several 
years and the fund now has a sur­ 
plus. 
The automatic tax board re­ 
cently announced that collection of 
tile full 35 cents for tile general fund 
is authorized for . ext year. 
If Hie amendment pusses, this levy 
will be reduced five cents, thus keep­ 
ing taxes at the same overall level, 
proponents explained. 
The amendment is endorsed by 
Governor Beaufort! Jester and by a 
number of state-wide organizations 
including the Texas League of Wo­ 
men Voters.
